8. | | Boyd Crawford called to inquire if the 

Director could brief the full House Foreign Affairs Committee on the 
morning of 21 February at 10 a. m. He indicated the Chairman had no 
particular thoughts as to content. He pointed out that McNamara and Wheeler 
had been there in the last few days and each gave a short opening statement 
of five or ten minutes and then responded to questions. I indicated we could 
give about half an hour presentation, on the military and overall threat posed 
by the Soviet Union and Communist China. Mr. Crawford thought this 
would be excellent but stated he would discuss it further with the Chairman. 
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
